"In Decontrol| 


Removal of rent controls will 
bring more rental properties into 
the market by permitting rents 
based on present-day costs rather 
than those of seven years ago, Dav- 
id Ingram Jr., acting chairman of 
the Menlo Park fair rent committee, 
told the Menlo Park Lions club 
Wednesday night. 

Ingram’s talk was one of a series 
outlining objectives of the commit- 
tee, which is undertaking a survey 
of properties as the basis of a pet- 
ition to be given the city council 
asking removal of controls in Menlo 
Park. 

While not asking formal back- 
ing of the club, Ingram requested 
the support of individual members 
in the committee’s work. 

“I do not subscribe to the belief 
that removal of controls will result 
in a big building program of rental 
properties,” Ingram said. “Building 
capital is not going into rental con- 
struction. 

“But I do strongly believe that 
decontrol will bring into the rental 
market many properties built before 
1947, when ceilings were removed 
from new construction, and which 
are not now rented because of ceil- 
ings or prospective impositions of 
ceilings based on 1942 rents regard- 
less of present-day taxes and other 
costs. 

“I personally know of cases such 
as these. Many properties are oc- 
cupied by the owners who are re- 
luctant to rent their homes either 
because ceilings already apply or 
because the owners are in jeopardy 
if there is no ceiling. A tenant may 
request and obtain a rollback to 
1942 rentals.” 

Ingram seid that letters and 
questionaires shortly will be mail- 
ed to property owners as one 
means of obtaining data on which 
the decontrol request will be 
based. Meantime, he said, organ- 
ization of a full committee to re- 
present the entire community is 
being pushed. 

“We are counting on giving our 
petition to the city council next 
month,” he declared. 

Ingram added he yet has to en- 
counter “any show of opposition 
to decontrol.” 

Under the federal rent control act, 
a city council may recommend local 
decontrol to the governor after con- 
ducting a public hearing.

First steps toward selection of a 
new city recreation director for 
Menlo Park were taken Tuesday 
night at monthly meeting of the re- 
creation commission, when a com- 
mittee was named to consider appli- 
cants and meet later with City Man- 
ager Cecil Longson for discussion 
of an appointee. 

Recreation Director Mel Kendall 
will leave next month to become 
assistant superintendent of parks 
and recreation for San Mateo 
county. 

On the committee to study ap- 
plications are Mrs. Donald New- 
port, Kenneth Brown and Nathan 
Koblick. 

Hy Zimmer, temporary vice chair- 
man of the Menlo Park recreation 
coordinating council, attended and 
reported on the organization’s ac- 
tivities.

Zoning Plan 


sOkayed For 


aren Areas 


The Menlo Park city council on 
Tuesday night will give initial con- 
sideration to proposed zoning of 
Belie Haven and Suburban Park, 
annexed last January. Recommen- 
dations to the council were adopted 
by the planning commission Mon- 
day night. 


After first reading Tuesday night, 
the council will set a public hear- 
ing, probably on July 12, and mean- 
time the planners’ recommendations 
will be drafted into ordinance form. 


Most of the planning commis- 
sion’s hearing, attended by some 
30 persons, centered on commer- 
cial zoning in these newest parts 
of Menlo Park. Several residents 
protested commercial zoning, but 
the planners recommended it sub- 
ject in certain instances to later 
rezoning for residential use. 


Commercial zoning of property a- 
butting Bayshore highways was 
protested largely on grounds it 
would open the area to taverns and 
commercial signs. 


A motion by Commissioner Sam- 
uel Cole to zone Bayshore abutting 
property as C-l (commercial) was 
passed, 7 to 1, Mayor Charies P. 
Burgess did not vote, explaining it 
was a controversial matter that will 
come before the council. Commis- 
sioner R. W. Hutchinson dissented. 


Cole then moved that if Bayshore 
is rerouted as a freeway, the prop- 
erty involved in the first motion 
be rezoned R-3 (multiple dwellings). 
Chairman Charles Andrews opposed 
the motion~as an “appeasement” of 
residents protesting comme rcial 
zoning. 


However, the motion carried, 7 
to 2, Andrews and City Attorney 
James T. O’Keefe Jr. dissenting. 


Another motion was passed to 
zone as C-1 a portion of Belle Hav- 
en facing Hamilton avenue and 
Market avenue, after Commission- 
er Hutchinson described the area 
as a “natural shopping center” for 
surrounding residential pvoperties. 


In other actions, the coinmission 
issued a use permit to L. C. Foley to 
conduct a photography business at 
1066 Pine street, and accepted the 
resignation of Cole, who is moving 
to New Jersey.

In 1947-48 Menlo Park had es- 
sentially no recreation program 
and we had not at that time ac- 
quired the Dibble property. The 
proposed budget for 1949-50 pro- 
vides the equivalent of 43 cents 
on the tax rate for parks and re- 
creation or about $2.35 per cap- 
ita. This is about average for 
the group. Approximately one- 
sixth of this is to come from re- 
creation revenue. 

Palo Alto spends by far the great- 
est amount per capita on parks and 
recreation, and respite the relatively 
high level of wealth in that city, 
also spends by a considerable mar- 
gin the highest amount in tax rate 
equivalent.

MP, Atherton 
Get ‘Dividends’ 


Menlo Park and Atherton, along 
with all other cities in San Mateo 
county, will receive substantial “div- 
idends” in state motor vehicle tax- 
es during the 1949-50 fiscal year be- 
ginning July 1 because of a change 
in the state law signed by Gov. War- 
ren last month. 

The California Taxpayers’ assoc- 
jiation reported that under revised 
estimates, Menlo Park’s share in 
the “in lieu’’ motor vehicle taxes 
collected by the state will be $40,- 
902 rather than $26,854 first esti- 
mated, an increase of $14,048. 

Atherton’s estimate is increased 
from $8343 to $12,707. 

The increases are effected by a 
new requirement that payments be 
made in December and June of each 
fiscal year, with the result that for 
the year 1949-50 local governments 
will receive payments in July and 
December, 1949 and June, 1950.
